plants, or which ara found »o numer¬ 
ously on the leaves of oahhavea; aoft, 
dusty Ion king creatures they are, 
gathered in meases and husr anekin* 
tbs sap from tbe leaves The com 
toon chinch hug is another close re¬ 
lation of the harvest fly end this 
aianda, and so is that bloodthirsty in 
sect that disturbs ns in the wafbhes of 
the night and murders sleep as it bit** 
its vii-tima and sucks their blood. 
Tnc cicada is a sort of half brother of 
these hugs or sucking inserts, end if 
It fee.Is at all during its mature stage 
It digs »o by auction, by means of its 
sharp proboscis, seen in its portrait. 

There are several varieties of this 
insect. One is an annual, appearing 
every year in the summer, mostly in 
June Another appears in the autumn 
and lays its eggs on the goldenrml. 
Another cornea in the dog days, and 
it thus named the dog-day harvest fly, 
or cicada. In all, there are twenty- 
two varieties known to entomologists, 
of whsch three are periodical, one ap¬ 
pearing evory seventh year, and 
another every thirteenth, end this 
which is here described is the seven¬ 
teen-year variety.—Now York Times.
